At St. Mary MaKCliilcn'.'* cliuich.

"Irish patrioU of 1916." The sanc- 
tuary, was draped in black, the 
American and Irish flags were dis- 
played near the high altai-, while 
the pulpit was tustefully draped in 
the Irish colors, green and gold, all 
edged In Mack HiKlii R< v. nishop 
O'DonaRhue placed tin- ()((asion by 
presiding at the lua.ss, and occupy-

Jnst before the iiia.Hs Mrs. Fred 
Haiit', 'Alio presided at the organ, 
played (Ireit^'s funeral march. The 
Hishop and clergy upon entering the 
church proceeded tlirough the main 
aisle to the high altar, when the 
mass was begun. The Rev. Father 
Daniel Driscoll, the Bishop's sec- 
retary, was celebrant; the Rev. 
Father Frank O'Connor, of the 
Cathedral of tlie .\Hsuiiipiion, was 
deacon; the Rev. Father James 
.Moloney, sub-deacon, and the Rev. 
Father Cletus Brady, rector of 
Sacred Heart Ratnat, matter of 
ceremonies. , 

Rev. Father William Oausepohl, 
the pastor, preached the sermon, 
saylug the occasion was one of con- 
secratlOB to duty and heartfelt sym- 
pathy that reaches all over the 
world. Love of country was the 
motive and welfare of Ireland was 
the purpose of the men so cruelly 
executed. Father Oausepohl said 
the Irish patriots lUed for "God 
and country." He dwelt upon the 
pure motives that actuated the un- 
conipronilsing young idealists, who 
gladly gave their lives for the 
cause. He pleaded for the "rest 
eternal" for the men who sacrificed 
life, hope and asptratidas. He said 
the "roll of taoopr" Included the 
best aad bravest of the Oelts— poets, 
sculptors, orators and lawyers. The 
speaker said the events ol May of 
this year might befittingly he 
called "the revolt of the intellec- 
tuals." Kmoiion was visible when 
he spoke o! iiie love tlie Oaol has 
for his native laud and kin. 

The Rev. Father Oausepohl dwejt 
upon the generosity of the Irish and 
their motto, "Meum et Tuum" 
("What is Mine Is Thine"). He de- 
clared that no true Irishman could 
be a tyrant; that he had the cour- 
age of a lion and the heart of a 
child, and that only a long series 
of cruelties had goaded the martyrs 
into revolt for the land they loved 
better than lite; for the land tor 
which they so eloquently fleaded. 
The speaker expressed the hope that 
Oo4 vlU heal the wounds aad will 
uplift those who are emshed by 
sorrow, and said that men like 
Pearse, McDonagh, Plunkett and 
others will live as ImmortalH. In 
concluding he expn s.-i d the liope 
that God would bles.^ Irelanrl, which 
was always civilized and never bar- 
barian, and reward her patriots. 

The impressive ceremonies ended 
with prayers for peace by the 
priests and the congregation. As 
the Bishop and priests lied out In 
slow procession, "Forget Not the 
Field Where They Perished" was 
played on the organ, followed by 
the marching song of the Irish Vol 
unteers. Thomas Davis' "A Nation 
Once Again." 

Flowers were sent to the church 
)i> laiHi s Thiinipson, of Anchorage, 
aH a mark of special sympathy. 
These flowei-s grew from seeds im- 
ported from Ireland. 

The music of the mass was fur- 
nished by a choir of thirty voices, 
under the direction of Mrs. Fred 
Harig, the orgaaist. Mrs. E. Bii- 
sath sang Randegger's "Ave Maria."

SEEEING OFFICIAL SCAPEilATS

Our correspondent, who was sent 
to Ireland in eail.v .May, lias just 
elurned. lie watche<l carefully the 
proceedings ol the British C.oxern- 
ment's official Inquiry at Dublin 
nd sums up the results so far of 
the investigation as follows: 

"The inquiry into the causes of 
the rebellion proceeds slowly and 
seems to have turned in the direc- 
tion oir flnding official scapegoats 
In Dublin Castle, who- after a time 
will be retired to the pension list. 
Suvming up the evidence so far 
taken, there Is no doubt but the 
revolution was pi ccipitated by the 
pl.in o! the military authorities to 
imprison the leaders of the Irish 
Volunteers and the citizens' army, 
the latter being ti-ades unionists of 
Dublin and ether Irish cities. 

"On Easter Saturday, the Qovern- 
luent had decided to arrest leaders 
of the Irish Volunteers and Sinn 
Fein leaders. On Faster Sunday 
the Lord Lieutenant had ilei hii i| to 
raid Liberty Hall with the aid oi 
artillery and to blow up flie build- 
ing rr resistance were oflt red 
Liberty Hall was the headquarters 
of the citizens' army , composed en- 
tirely of laboi unionists and the 
Irish Volunteers. The constabulary, 
with the aid of the mlliUry, 
planned to arrest all the leaders 
simultaneously. 

"On Easter Sunday night the 
authorities decided to arrest on the 
following day and to deport by 
special steamer to prisons In Kne- 
laiid all of the important Irish 
V(dunteer and Sinn Fein leaders 
ir. Ireland, as well as the active 
members of the Dublin transport 
workers. 

"Before these arrests could be 
made the Republicans gathered in 
force to resist and their uprising 
took place at noon on Easter Mon- 
day, the leaders having been ad- 
vised in time of tbe decision of the 
Co\<-innjent above referred to, and 
they determined to get In the first 
blow. 

"Our correspondent lepoils that 
for once in the history of the Irish 
rebellion the evidence shows that 
there were no spies or informers 
in the ranks of Uie leaders of the 
Irish Volimteera/ tlie ettiaens' army 
or the Sinn Peln tones in Dvblin 
or elsewhere in Ireland. The Sec- 
retary for Ireland. Mr. Blrrell, and 
Lord Lieutenant WInibome testified 
that the British Government had 
been unable to secure any Informa- 
tion from the innei circles of the 
Irish Republican leaders. 

"Tbe number of rebels imprisoned 
In England and Ireland as of June 
4 is not less than 2.900. The num 
her of arrests during the past 
month is larger than the number 
of prisoners released. Our re- 
porter has returned to Dublin to 
report in detail on the frightful 
condition of misery and poverty 
which he observed among the 
civilian population. The country is 
still under martial Uw."

His failure to compel or 
even ask his peU, VUia, and Car- 
ranza. to stop the outrages of nuns 
and persecution of priests was most 
grievous, and to add to that mis- 
take, he classed the clergymen and 
highei authorities of the Catholic 
church as •'liais" when they pre- 
sented the la<fs as to conditions in 
Mexico, never making one effort In 
behalf of lelijilous liberty. This 
Insult cost hiik the support of 
Catholics everywhere. 

Now this is where the proverbial 
Wilson luck breaks In. With war 
in sight and of several months' 
duration at the shortest, the Ameri- 
can people will be prone to follow 
piecedent and support the President 
during the progress of .strife.

A statement iippearlng in the 
New York newsjiaperH of a few

Kedfral Employment Bureau for 
Women. It gives one more evidence 
of the fact, which has. been pointed 
to several times of late, that the 
Governmental bureaus are more and 
more becoming associated In an in- 
timate way with private associations 
in the carrying on of their offlclal 
work. On that arcount It Is dc- 
f^crving of quotation. 

"Organization of a Federal Eni- 
idoynient Bureau for Women and 
Cirls." it says, "oni' of tlic most 
iiiipoitatil steps ever taiien l>v the 
Department ot" l.a'.ior. lias been an- 
noiinceil. It was learned today 
tliroiigli the Civil Service Reform 
Department of the General Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, noDr In con- 
vention here. The Commissioner 
General of Immigration, A. Camin- 
etti. is in New York attending . to 
the details of the organisation. At 
the Invitation of the Civil Service 
Reform Uepartment he has made 
sevarai Informal speeches explain- 
ing this new department of the 
Government. Mrs. Kat<' Waller 
Barrett, who is to be the active 
head of the employment exchange, 
was designated by llie Department 
ef Labor to represent it in making 
tlie arinoum i iiicni before the Get\- 
'■ral Federation. This is the tirst 
time, con-'fntion ofhcials say. that 
representatives of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, as such, have been dele- 
rated to the convention of the Gen- 
eral Federation." 

The new bu^au is not only to 
engage in the task of finding posi- 
tions for working women, but is 
Ilki wlse to engage In the work of 
\ (K ' ioiia 1 >;iiidance. The policies 
ot Die bureau are to be, it Is staled, 
on a thoroughly practical basis. 
No women are to be dire<'ted to 
places rthere labor troubles e.xist. 
No apidicant for employment is to 
be advli«'d to leave one locality un- 
less there is definite knowledge of 
the cottfjKleas existing in other 
places. - "Not woman or girl should 
be directed to aa opportunity un- 
less the character of the place and 
the employer has been established 
to the satisfaction of the superin- 
tendent or other ofllcer in charge 
jf the division." 

"In this work," It Is said, "Com- 
missioner Canilnetti has asked the 
assistance and co-operation of the 
u (linen of the General Federation. 
1'. bears directly ui>on the greater 
ilevelopmtiil of immigranf Aanerl- 
canization. be believes." It also 
aids in the work wbich the General 
Federation is carrying on in the 
interest of civil service extension. 
"By the establishment of this new 
bureau," the Chairman of the Oivll 
Service Reform Department of the 
Federation said, "called the United 
States Employment Serrlee, women 
and girls' division, vocational serv- 
ice will be rendered not only to 
women and girls In the cities, hut 
to those who are In the rural dis- 
tricts, to newly arrived iinniigrants, 
and women out of toiuh with the 
ways and means of the Industrial 
world." 

With the extension of the Gov- 
ernmental work of employment 
thus planned commendation can 
only be expressed. That certain 
organisations, such as the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs, have 
taken sueh a vital interest in the 
matter is also pleasing to note. We 
can not tail, however, to reiterate 
the warning of the necessity of 
watching this tendency on the part 
of Governmental agencies »o be- 
conx' so closely connected with 
private associations. These asso- 
riations. It must be rememiberad, 
have their own private Ideas and 
ohilosophy, with which the general 
citizenship may not agree. In the 
nreeent instance the oifeBoe may 
not be so flagrant in that the
